I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  relating  to  the 
state  of  public  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Warminster  and  l/estbury  during  the  year  1971 .  Included  is  the  report 
of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

On  20tli  August,  197%  Dr.  J.  F.  Reynolds,  I-i.C.  retired  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  after  24  years  in  the  appointment.  I  was 
unable  to  assume  the  appointment  until  27th  September,  in  the  interim 
matters  of  an  urgent  nature  were  dealt  with  by  one  of  your  appointed 
Standing  Deputies. 

Dr.  Reynolds  had  been  given  office  accommodation  and  secretarial 
assistance  by  you  at  Craven  House  for  the  '’mixed'5  appointments  he  held. 

It  was  decided  that  I  would  be  given  these  facilities  by  Warminster 
Urban  Council  at  Portway  House  and  consequently  I  arrived  to  find  that 
all  the  files,  registers  etc.,  had  been  transferred  to  Fortway  House; 
one  of  my  first  tasks  was  therefore  to  organise  the  office  in  its  new 
location.  My  thanks  go  to  those  personnel  of  Craven  House  for  help 
given  to  me  since  assuming  the  appointment,  Miss  K.  V.  Jones  deserves 
special  mention  in  this  respect. 

In  view  of  my  short  tenure  this  rex>ort  is  largely  of  a  statistical 
nature.  I  have  however  included  some  figures  from  the  report  of  25  years 
ago  (19^6)  and  note  in  that  rex>ort  housing  was  the  biggest  problem  with 
a  survey  about  to  start,  also  that  application  wa s  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  a  loan  towards  the  cost  of  regional  sewage  schemes  but  the 
provision  of  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  to  the  villages 
was  still  something  to  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  in  the  future;  I  think  we  can  be  more  optimistic  about  completion 
of  the  schemes. 

Statistics  for  the  year  1970  are  in  brackets.

VITAL  STATIDTICG 

The  population  figures  and  statistics  include  members  of  the  armed 
forces  stationed  in  the  area.  It  is  customary  to  use  area  comparability 
factors  with  birth  and  death  rates  to  make  allowances  for  the  way  age 
and  sex  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  of  England 
and  Tales  and  also  to  take  account  of  any  residential  institution  in  the 
area,  the  adjusted  figures  are  therefore  comparable  with  the  crude  rates 
for  England  and  Tales  or  the  adjusted  rates  for  ether  areas.  However 
revised  comparability  factors  are  not  yet  available  from  the  197'!  census 
and  in  order  to  draw  some  comparison  the  1970  comparability  factors  have 
again  been  used. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  figures  relate  to  the  usual  address 
of  the  person  concerned  and  not  to  'where  the  occurence  happened.  For 
example  fatal  road  casulties  are  not  shown  unless  the  person  was  resident 
in  the  district  and  vice  versa.

Again  rates  calculated  from  such  small  figures  can  easily  mislead 
but  they  are  included  to  show  the  reduction  in  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  in  the  last  25  years.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  under  4  weeks 
of  age  for  which  the  Rato  for  England  and  Wales  was  12  per  1,000 
live  births.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  causes  of  death  shown  later  that 
two  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  accidents  (one  of  them  being  a  motor 
accident)  and  the  third  was  due  to  pneumonia. 
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In  1946  cancer  caused  20  (12$))  of  the  deaths  and  in  1971  this 
figure  had  risen  to  39  (24$))  of  which  10  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  I 
will  leave  this  figure  to  sped:,  for  itself. 

The  commonest  single  cause  of  death  was  cerebrovascular  disease 
(strokes)  with  coronary  thrombosis  not  fax  behind.  Seme  recent  work 
had  indicated  that  there  might  be  an  association  with  soft  water  and 
cardiovascular  disease,  this  is  not  likely  to  give  concern  in  this 
District  unless  apparatus  to  soften  water  has  been  installed,  in  these 
circumstances  provision  could  be  made  for  hard  water  tc  be  used  for 
drinking  and  cooking.

SEUERAGS 


Physical  progress  towards  a  completely  sewered  District  consisted  only 
in  the  taking  over  of  two  systems.  These  were  the  small  works  and  sewer 
for  the  Divers  Bridge  area  of  Corsley  (constructed  by  the  l/ater  Board)  and 
the  Upton  Scudamore  sewerage  system  with  its  pumping  station  and  rising  main 
to  the  existing  treatment  works  at  Dilton  Marsh.  Preparation  of 
V/horwellsdown  Phase  II  and  the  Uylye  Valley  Scheme  by  the  Consultants 
proceeded  during  the  year  and  prelim inaiy:‘±tvestigat ions  regarding  the 
sewering  of  Bishopstrow  was  started. 


DEFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  frequency  of  refuse  collection  throughout  the  District  was  increased 
from  fortnightly  to  weekly  and  had  become  routine  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Disposal  sites  at  Penleigh  and  Knook  continued  to  fill  rapidly.  A. 
meeting  with  the  owner  of  Penleigh  former  ironstone  workings  on  conditions 
precedent  to  the  Council's  hire  or  purchase  of  the  unused  half  of  the 
v/orkings  were  not  satisfactory  except  that  it  was  agreed  an  application 
for  planning  permission  should  be  made.  This  application  and  a  similar  one 
for  the  use  of  a  disused  railway  cutting  at  Heywood  were  awaiting  decisions 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Tho  difficulty  of  finding  (and  keeping)  dependable  drivers  and  men 
for  the  refuse  collection  service  remains.  It  is  hoped  the  introduction  of 
a  Bonus  incerc.  Lve  Scheme  following  l/ork  Study  in  1972,  preliminary  works 
for  which  had  started  in  the  current  year,  will  improve  the  situation. 


SUIT.  ,CE  HATES  AND  FLOODING 

The  day  and  night  of  10th  June  brought  continous  and  heavy  rainfall 
leading  to  flooding  ofPonknap  Pumping  Station,  Chantry  Gardens  Estate, 
Southwick  and  the  Tarnbroolc  area  and  Keevil  village.  The  latter  is  an 
example  of  similar  problems  in  the  District  where  rapid  run-off  from  clay 
soil  from  uplands  cannot  be  dealt  with  by  existing  watercourses.  Some  of 
these  have  been  piped  (and  thus  restricted)  in  the  past  by  the  local  authority 
to  mask  sanitary  nuisances.  Piver  Authorities  do  not  wish  to  deal  with  small 
tributaries.  The  County  Council,  though  its  highways  discharge  into  the 
stream  disclaims  responsibility  and  thus  the  District  Council  is  faced  with 
expensive  regrading  and  realignment  of  watercourses  after  the  sanitary  nuisance 
is  removed  by  village  sewerage  schemes. 


CIVIC  ....  UNITIES  ACTI967 


Six  vehicles  found  abandoned  were  dealt  with  under  this  Act,  one  was 
removed  by  the  owner  after  service  of  notice  and  the  remaining  five  were 
removed  by  a  contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

A  number  of  requests  were  made  from  residents  of  the  district  to 
deposit  bulky  household  items  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAIL  AY  P.Si:  ICES  ACT  1963 


Since  the  1970  report  four  new  registrations  have  been  made  under 
the  Act.  A  total  of  61  inspections  of  registered  premises  were  made 
during  the  year  and  the  few  infringements  found  were  of  a  minor  nature, 
consequently  no  legal  action  was  taken.  No  accidents  were  reported. 


The  total  number  of  persons  employed  was  228. 

With  regard  to  the  mechanical  handling  of  goods  there  is  one  large 
establishment  in  the  district  in  which  great  use  is  made  of  fork  lift 
trucks.  It  was  discovered  that  persons  were  standing  on  the  forks  and 
being  raised  to  a  high  level.  This  natter  was  drawn  to  the  attention  of 
the  management  and  the  practice  has  since  ceased.

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IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS  I968 


With  the  advent  of  containerisation  the  inspection  of  imported  food, 
normally  inspected  at  the  port  of  entry,  is  often  deferred  until  it  reaches 
its  destination  inland  and  the  responsibility  becomes  that  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  Local  District  Authority.  During  the  year  frequent  in- 
spections  of  imported  food  were  carried  out  at  two  premises  within  the 
District  and  on  some  occasions  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  analysis 
before  the  product  was  released.

PETROLEUM  ACTS 


Twelve  petroleum  storage  tanks  were  due  for  pressure  testing  during 
the  year  and  all  were  tested.
